INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 19, 1999 - 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION:

New large fire activity was reported in the Southern and Eastern Areas.
The National Interagency Coordination Center mobilized helicopters, large
transport aircraft, lead planes, telecommunications equipment, crews and
miscellaneous overhead. Studebaker®s Type 1 Incident Management Team is
meeting in Atlanta, Georgia today with FEMA for further direction on
mobilization to areas affected by Hurricane Lenny. Very high to extreme
fire indices were reported in Utah, Wyoming, Colorado, Kansas, Nebraska,
North Dakota, South Dakota, Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas, Georgia,
Kentucky, Mississippi and Oklahoma.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

BLOOD COMPLEX, Chattahoochee National Forest. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Melton) is assigned. This complex consists of the Turkey
Stamp, Pigeon Roost and Big Creek #2 fires. These fires are burning in
the Blood Mountain and Rich Wilderness areas near Blairsville, Georgia.
One outbuilding was lost Monday on the Big Creek fire.

BOOTENS GAP, Shenandoah National Park. A Type 1 Incident Management Team
(Carvelho) is assigned. This fire is ten miles east of Shenandoah,
Virginia. The fire started in gypsy-moth-killed timber. The fire has
caused the closure of five miles of the Appalachian Trail between Bearface
Mountain and Milan Gap. Cooler temperatures and calmer winds aided in
containment efforts.

COPPERS CREEK, Daniel Boone National Forest. This fire is in the Clifty
Wilderness seven miles north, northwest of Campton, Kentucky. CIliff lines
and rough terrain are hampering containment efforts.

BUZZARD CREEK, Daniel Boone National Forest. This fire is nine miles
northeast of Whitley City, Kentucky. Crews continue mop-up and burnout
operations.

AVEY COMPLEX, National Forests in North Carolina. A Type 11 Incident
Management Team (Kearney) is assigned. The fires are burning five to
eight miles from Robbinsville, North Carolina. Crews made good progress
building and holding firelines. Favorable weather conditions aided iIn
containment efforts.

BUFFALO RIVER COMPLEX, Buffalo National River, National Park Service. A
Type Il Incident Management Team (Bollman) is assigned. This complex of
arson starts was originally reported as the Robinson Complex. These fires
are southeast of Harrison, Arkansas. High winds, low humidities and poor
access continue to hamper control efforts. The forecast is for high winds
and low humidities for the next few days.

ALABAMA ABC, National Forests in Alabama. This complex consists of six



fires, four miles south of Duncanville, Alabama. Drought conditions,
needlecast and bug killed timber are hampering control efforts.

STANTON CONPLEX, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Bennett) is assigned. This complex of human caused fires
is located near the towns of Frenchburg, Stanton and Compton, Kentucky.
The fires are burning on State and Federal forested lands with structures
threatened.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN AREA LARGE FIRES:

MIDDLE DERBY, White River National Forest. A Type Il Incident Management
Team (Hartman) is assigned. This fire is burning in grass and timber, 25
miles northwest of Eagle, Colorado in the Flat Top Wilderness. The fire
received four inches of snow yesterday. At this time there is little
potential for significant spread.

An airtanker was used to protect private residences. Handcrews were not
used due to extreme winds and low humidities.

DEMOCRATIC RIDGE, Mark Twain National Forest. This fire is near Rolla,
Missouri and is currently burning on Forest Service, private and the Fort
Leonard Wood military reservation lands.

OUTLOOK:

*** A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED IN EASTERN KENTUCKY FOR WINDY
CONDITIONS ***

Kentucky will be sunny and warm in the east, with a chance of showers in
the west. High temperatures will be in the 60"s. Humidities will be 30
to 40 percent in the east and 50 to 60 percent west. Winds will be
southwest 10 to 20 MPH.

Missouri and I1l1linois will be mostly cloudy with scattered showers,
turning a little cooler with high temperatures in the 60"s. Winds will be
southwest 15 to 20 MPH then shifting to the west, northwest at 10 to 20
MPH. Humidities will be 25 to 35 percent in Missouri and 60 to 70 percent
elsewhere.

Virginia will be mostly sunny with high temperatures in the 60"s. Winds
will be south at 10 MPH and humidities at 35 to 40 percent.

Indiana will be partly sunny with high temperatures in the 60"s. Winds
will be southwest 15 to 20 MPH and humidities will be 50 to 55 percent.

It will be partly cloudy in Georgia and North Carolina. High temperatures
will be 60 to 70, with winds light at 5 to 10 MPH. Humidities will range
from 45 to 50 percent.

Southern California will be sunny with increasing clouds and scattered
showers developing later in the day. High temperatures will be in the
50"s in the mountains and 60"s in the valleys. Wind will be southeast to
southwest at 15 to 25 MPH, becoming gusty in the afternoon. Humidities
will be 10 to 20 percent.
